I  now  acquit  my  felf  of  that  Pro- 
niifc,  and  am  the  more  encourag’d  to 
do  lb,  from  the  kipd  Reception  my 
former  Relations  have  generally  met 
with  :  Even  the  Adverfaries  of  this 
PraiiliGe,  as  far  as  I  know,  allowing 
that  the  Account  I  have  given  is  juft 
and  fair,  or  at  leaft  none  of  them  ha¬ 
ying  offer’d  to  bring  any  Charge  of 
partiality  agaiiift  me,  nor  having  pro^ 
duced  any  one  Inftance  of  a  Mifcar- 
riage  by  Inoculation,  more  than  thofe 

nocvyichdandiag  the 
general  Invitation  I  publilh’d  to  that 
Purpofe.  Indeed,  I  have  been  fb  far 
from  erring  on  that  Side,  that  I  have 
rather  given  Occafion  to  the- Friends 
of  Inoculation  to  complain,  that  I 
have  inferred  fome  Perfons  in  the 
Number  pf  thofe  fiilpedlcd  to  have 
died  of  the  inoculated  Sjnail  Pox 
where,  as  they  contend,  there  is  no* 
Poom  for  fuch  Suf|)icion,  |heir  Death 

'  being 


being  fhariifeftly  owing  to  other  Cat!-^ 
fes.  But  I  chofe  rather  to  tranfgreft 
on  this  Hand,  efpedally  as  by  repfe- 
renting  all  the  Particulars  of  thofe 
Gafts,  that  had  come  to  my  Know¬ 
ledge,  I  had  put  it  irt  the  Po\tef 
of  intelligent  Perfons  to  make  their 
own  Judgment  of  them,  than  to  lay 
my  felf  under  a  Sufpicion  of  ftifiing 
the  Truth,  by  omitting  any  one 
Cafe  that  could  poffibly  be  thought 
to  turn  to  the  Difadvantage  of  that 
Practice.  I  lhall  give  the  Account 
of  the  Pradice  for  the  laft  Year  in 
the  fame  Manner,  delivering  only  the 
Matter  of  Fad,  without  engaging  in 
Difputes  about  it.  If  any  Perfon, 
finding  me  miftaken  in  any  Particu¬ 
lar,  will  be  pleas’d  to  fee  me  right* 
I  IhaH  thankfully  receive  the  Informa¬ 
tion,  and  lhall  redify  what  is  amifs 
in  the  Account :  but  I  muft  defire  to  be 
excuftd  from  entring  into  any  Con- 
troverfy  upon  this  Subjed,  and  hope 
no  Body  will  blame  me,  if,  confi- 
dering  the  Manner  in  which  the  Dif- 

puces 


piites  about  Inoculation  have  beeti 
carry ’d  on,  I  am  deifirous  to  keep 
^lear  of  them  as  much  as  poffible. 

The  Reader  will  perhaps  be  fur- 
priz’d,  that  a  Pra(5tice,  which  hitherto 
ihems  to  have  fo  much  the  Advantage 
above  Handing  the  Hazard  of  the 
$mali  Pox  in  the  Natural  Way,  fliould 
have  been  fo  little  ufed  the  lafl  Year,! 
as  appears  from  the  following  Ac¬ 
count :  But  the  Reafon  feems  to  be 
obvious  enough.  For  People  do  not 
cafily  come  into  a  Pradice,  in  which 
they  apprehend  any  Hazard,  unlefs 
they  are  frighted  into  it  by  a  greater 
Danger.  This  plainly  appears  from 
the  State  of  the  natural  Small  Pox 
and  that  of  Inoculation  \\\  London^  for' 
the  3  Years  lafl;  part  ;  for  as  the  Small 
Pox  in  the  natural  Way  was  much  lefs 

fatal  the  iafl  Year  than  in  the  Years 
J7X2,  and  17^3  ;  fo  the  Number  of 
Perfons  inoculated  that  Y^ear  was 
inuch  lefs  than  in  the  two  former.  And 
that  this  was  owing  to  that  Caufe,^ 

and 


arid  not  to  the  Pradice’s  declining 
and  growing  into  Difcredit,  is  plain 
from  this  prefcnt  Year,  in  which  we 
have  had  already  a  confiderable  Num¬ 
ber  of  Perfons  who  have  undergone 
this  Operation,  frorli  the  All  arm  ,  as  I 
fuppofe,  occafioned  by  the  Small  Pok 
in  the  natural  Way,  which  has  been 
for  fome  Time  very  mortal.  And  the 
fame  Remark  may  be  made  with  Re¬ 
gard  to  Towns  in  the  Country,  where 
fcarce  any  Perfon  has  ventur’d  upod 
tnoculation,  unlefs  when  the  natural 
Small  Pox  has  made  a  great  Ravage' 
in  the  Neighbourhood  ,•  fo  'much  more’ 
are  we  influenc’d  by  our  Feats  of  a 
prefent  Danger,  than  by  the  Appre- 
hcnfion  of  a  remote  One.  For  other- 
wife,  i  fuppofe,  ic  would  be  more 
prudent  to  undergo  Inoculation  at  a 
Time,  when  the  natural  Small  Pox  is 
the  moft  favourable,  than  in  a  Seafon^

when  either  from  the  ConflitUtion  of 
the  Air,  or  the  Species  or  Degree  of 
infedion,  which  then  prevails,  the 
Diftemper  is  more  than  ufually  epide-

itiicaf  ^nd  mortal ;  for  it  fs,  I  think, 
to'  be  apprehended,  that  when  this 
Diftemper  is  the  1110(1  fatal  in  the  na¬ 
tural  Way,  it  may  be  lefs  favourable, 
even  when  given  by  Inoculation,  than 
in  another  Seafon,  and  a  different 
Conffitution  of  the  Air;  at  kaff  there 
will  be  lefs  Hazard  of  an  Infcd:iorr 
already  taken,  in  the  one  Seafon  than 
in  the  ocher.  For  that  the  Infed'ion 
may  be  received  into  the  Body,  and 
yet  the  Party  continue  for  fome  Days, 
as  a  Week  of  more,  feemingly  health¬ 
ful,  appears  plainly  from  what  is  ob- 
ferv’d  in  the  Pradrice  of  Inoculation  ; 
when  we  often  fee  feverr  or  eight  Days 
CO  pafs  after  the  Operation,  not  only 
before  the  Small  Pox  come  out,  but 
even  before  the  leaft  Degree  of  Sick-^ 
nefs  or  Diforder  appears  in  the  Pa*^ 
dent.  And  who  can  fay  it  is  not  fo' 
after  the  Iirfe(ftion  of  the  natural  Small 
Pox  is  received  into  the  Body  ?  There 
are  at  leaft  fome  Inftanees  of  Perfons 
inoculated,  where  there  is  very  little 
Realbn  to  doubt  of  their  having  beeri 

iafobted 
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infeded,  tho'  no  Symptom  of  it  dieti 
appear'd,  before  the  Operation  was 
perform'd.  And  how  Ural]  \ye  knoWy 
till  Experience  farther  informs  us,  whe¬ 
ther  we  do  not  add  to  the  Danger  of 
the  Diflemper,  when  we  give  a  new 
Infedion  by  Inoculation,  to  one  who 
has  already  received  the  Contagion  in 
th^  natural  Way  > 

But  waving  chefe  Matters  of  Spe¬ 
culation,  I  proceed  to  the  Continual- 
don  of  my  Account  to  the  End  of  the 
lad  Year  ;  and  as  what  I  have  al!  a?- 
long  propos’d,  has  been  a  Compari-. 
foil  between  the  Danger  of  the  Natu¬ 
ral  and  Inoculated  Small  Pox,  I  lliaii 
proceed  in  the  Method  I  took  before, 
and  lliall  firft  give  fome  Additions  to 
the  Numbers  already  publillVd,  of

It  were  to  be  wiflied,  that  we  had 
more  of  thefc  Accounts  taken  by  care¬ 
ful  Perfons,  by  an  exad:  Enquiry  from 
Houfe  to  Houfe  ;  but  in  the  mean 
Time,  confidering  the  Number  of 
Places  this  Account  is  taken  from,  ir^ 
difibrent  Years,  and  different  Seafon^ 
of  the  Year,  vvith  the  Largenefs  of 
the  total  I^umbers,  I  imagine  we  can¬ 
not  greatly  err,  if  we  deterrnine  the 
Danger  of  dying  of  the  natural 
Small  Pox  to  be  that  of  one  in  fix, 
or  thereabouts  ^  as  appears  by  this 
Computation.

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Tlie  following  Table  contains  the 
feveral  Ages  of  the  Patients,  with  the 
Succefs  of  the  Operation,  in  the  fame 
Manner  with  that  I  publifli  d  laft  Year,^ 
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By  the  Account  I  piiblifla’d  kft 
Vear,  it  appears,  chat  of  445  Per- 
fbns,  who  receiv’d  the  Small  Pox  by 
Inoculation,  there  werd  nine  fq- 
Ipedled  to  have  died  of  it ;  and  con- 
fequently,  the  Hazatd  of  dying  of 
it,  allowing  all  thefe  9  to  be  fair  Ca¬ 
fes,  was  reckon’d  to  be  that  of  one 
in  49;  and  in  this  Table  we  have  one 
Peribn  out  of  38,  fufpecJJed  to  have 
died  of  the  inoculated  Small  Pox.  If 
all  thefe  be  reduced  to  an  Average, 
we  fliall  have^ten  Perfons  ftifpeded  to 
have  died  of  Inoculation,  out  of  481^ 
and  confequently  this  Hazard  may  be 
eftimated  to  be  that  of  one  in  48 :  Which 
is  the  utmoft  that  is  pretended  to  by 
the  Oppofers  of  this  PraeJf  ice ;  whereas 
in  the  natural  Way  it  is  that  of  one  in  6.

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He  came  from  London  thirteen  Days 
before  Inoculation,  and  it’s  very  like¬ 
ly  had  both  heated  his  Blood,  and  al- 
fo  taken  Infedlion  ;  for  fome  Days 
before  the  Operation,  be  felt  Aguifh 
Shiverings,  Uneafinefs,  and  Shootings 
in  his  Limbs ;  which  he  would  not 
make  known  ^as  he  afterwards  con- 
fefs’d}  for  fear  he  Ihould  not  be  ino¬ 
culated.

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How  far  this  Perfon’s  ill  State  of 
Health,  or  his  great  Irregularity  after 
the  Operation,  may  have  contributed 
to  his  Death,  is  fubmitted  to  the 
Judgment  of  the  impartial  Reader. 

Befides  the  Perfons  inoculated 
in  Great  Britain,  to  which  my  fe- 
veral  Accounts  have  hitherto  been 
confin’d,  I  have  receiv’d  fome  from 
other  Parts,  which  at  firft  I  had 
Thoughts  of  inferting ;  but  the  Diffi¬ 
culty  I  have  found  in  making  a  per- 
fed  Colledion  of  all  the  inoculated 
Cafes  here  at  Home,  gives  me  little 
Inclination  at  prefent  to  extend  my 
Account  to  Countries  beyond  Sea, 
where  I  mufl:  exped  that  Difficulty 
will  be'  much  greater ;  nor  indeed  is 
it  necefiary  fo  to  do,  fince  I  ima¬ 
gine,  the  Succefs  of  this  Pradice  in 
Great  Britain  will  be  fufficient  to  de¬ 
termine  the  Fate  of  it  one  Way  or 
the  other.

Sir,  In  anfwer  to  all  thefe  Queries, 
I  fay,  they  are  entirely  groundlefs  ; 
for  my  Daughter’s  Health  is,  and  hath 
been,  fince  I  wrote  her  Cafe  to 
Mr.  Maitland,  perfedly  good,  her 
Arms  being  whole  and  found,  and 
fo  far  from  being  withered,  or  from 
difcharging  any  Ichor^  that  they  are 
grown  in  Proportion  to  her  Body,

without  any  Caufe  given,  be  called 
upon  in  a  Manner  that  attaints  my 
Honour  and  Veracity  ;  and  that  Mr. 
Howgrave  lliould  think  himfelf  autho¬ 
riz’d  thus  to  vilify  and  abufe  me  in 
Print,  for  having  ftated  and  repre- 
fented  my  Daughter’s  Cafe,  honh  fide ^ 
in  fuch  Manner  as  it  has  appear’d  to 
me,  and  to  very  many  of  the  Faculty, 
and  other  curious  and  candid  Per- 
fons,  who  have  conftantly  attended 
and  frequently  vifited  her,  both  when 
flie  was  inoculated  for  the  Small  Pox, 
and  fince  her  Recovery  of  that  Di- 
ftemper.  The  Singularity  of  her  Cafe 
having  excited  theCuriofity  of  Num¬ 
bers,  as  well  of  thofe  who,  having 
been  Eye-WitnelTes  of  what  had  ap¬ 
pear’d  on  her  during  her  Confine¬ 
ment  after  the  Inoculation,  did  at- 
teft  that  file  had  had  no  Small  Pox 
then,  or  any  thing  like  it,  as  of  thofe 
who  had  receiv’d  for  Truth  a  fabitlous 
Story  fpread  abroad,  and  recorded  in 

D  %  Di% 
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Dr.  Wagjlaff^s  Book,  vtz^  That  my 
Daughter  had  had  the  Small  Pox  twice, 
that  is,  once  during  her  Confinement 
after  the  Inoculation,  and  by  Infec¬ 
tion  in  the  natural  Way  in  eleven 
Weeks  after  the  Inoculation.  I  muft 
confefs  I  do  not  underftand  what  Mr. 
Hovograve  means ,  when  he  fays. 
That  if  Mr,  Maitland  and  I  are 
pleafed  ro  anfwer  the  three  plain 
Qiieftions  above-mentioif  d,  we  may 
perhaps  know  why  he  asks  them.*^ 
But  fure,  it  is  evident,  I  have  not 
deferv’d  being  us'd  ill  for  having  af- 
certain’d  the  Truth,  but  rather  fiiould 
have  been  commended  by  that  Per- 
fpn,  who  quoting  your  Words,  Page 
24,  fays,  That,  to  impofe  upon  the 
World  in  any  Particular,  is  difin- 
genuous  and  bafe ;  but  to  deceive 
them  ill  an  Affair  fo  nearly  con^ 
cerning  the  Lives  of  Mankind,  is 
a  Wickednefs  worthy  of  the  utmofl 
Abhorrence  and  Deteftation/'  'Tis 
to  be  hoped  this  Lover  of  Truth, 
and  impartial  Writer,  has  obferved 
this  Rule,  and  therefore  will  be  plea- 
led  to  give  the  Pubiick  the  Satisfaq-

to  produce  my  Vouchers/  This 
the  World  expects  of  him,  and  the 
more,  becaufe  it  does  not  appear  that 
Mr.  Howgrave  has  made  good  even 
this  Part  of  his  Title-Page,  where  he 
declares  that  he  makes  a  full  An- 
fwer  to  every  thing  that  yii.Maiu 
land  and  others  have  advanced  upon 
that  Subjedt,  or  that  he  has  taken  any 
Pains  to  know  my  Daughter  s  Cafe/' 
tho’  heYays,  Page  63,  ‘‘I  wifli  it  had 
‘‘  been  as  much  in  my  Power  as  it  is

his  Knowledge  ;  for,  as  Archbilhop 
Tillotfon  (Sermon  139)  rightly  ob- 
ferves,  “  a  Man  may  for  once  be 
impofed  upon  by  an  Illufion  of 
Fancy,  in  a  Thing  which  he  vio- 
lently  defires  or  expedls,  and  which 
runs  ftrongly  in  his  Mind  ;  but 
when  there  is  Time  to  examine 
Things  and  compare  Circumftances 
together,  and  to  look  narrowly 
into  them,  and  to  try  them  by  fe- 
veral  Senfes  and  at  feveral  Times, 
for  fo  long  a  Space,  it  is  morally, 
nay  almofl:  naturally,  impoffible, 
^  that  any  one  in  his  Senfes,  much 
more  fo  many  Hundreds  of  Perfons, 
fiiould  in  fuch  Circumftances  be 
grofsiy  deluded  in  a  plain  fenfible 
Matter  of  Fadb.  ”  To  conclude, 
ftiould  Mr.  Howgrave  decline  to  fet 
this  Controverfy  in  a  ftill  clearer 
Light,  now  I  have  had  fo  much 
mur  as  to  acknowledge  the  Misfor-
